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REMARKS 

Claims MS are pending in the application. Claims 42-45 are withdrawn from 
consideration. Claims 42-45 (method claims) have not been examined, however, both compound 
and pharmaceutical composition claims were examined. The Examiner rejects claims 1-13» 17- 
20, 24-35 and 39-41, however, the Examiner indicates that claims 14-16, 21-23 and 36-38 would 
be allowable if written in independent form, Applicants appreciate the courtesy of the telephone 
call to J. David Smith on May 12» 2005 wherein the Examiner telephonically expressed concerns 
and indicated issues that upon resolution would place the application in a believed condition for 
allowance. Applicants herein addresa all of those discussed issues as follows: 

First, Apphcants rewrite claims 9 and 3 1 to include express description of R"^ in 
accordance with the other claims including, for instance, claim 1 ; 

Second, Applicants change claim 31 so that n is defined as an integer equal to or greater 
than ''2" to ''6" so that the claims all fall withm the scope of the previously amended 
independent claims; and 

Third, Applicants delete claim 34 so that all of the dependent claims are within the scope 
of the amended independent claims. 

During the course of the review commenced to address the concerns raised by the 
Examiner Applicants determined that some additional changes not specifically sugg^ted are 
warranted as follows: 

First, in claims 8 and 30, compounds 5 and 22 are removed as not falling within the scope 
of the amended independent claims^ 
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Second, in claims 10, 1 1. 32 and 33, Applicants specifically describe the alkylene as 

having two to six carbons in length in accordance with claim 1 and the remaining 

disclosure; and 

Third, in claim 17 Applicants specifically describe R4 in accordance with claim 1 and 
amended claim 9. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the foregoing amendments to the claims. The 
Claims as amended are believed to be in condition for allowance, and early and favorable action 
on the claims is earnestly solicited.
